THE  COLLEGE  OF  ARTS  AND  SCIENCES  of  The  American 
University  is  a  co-educational  institution  offering  courses  of  study  to 
men  and  women  of  superior  academic  ability.  The  courses  of  study 
lead  to  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science. 


LOCATION 

The  campus  is  located  on  seventy- 
five  wooded  acres  on  the  highest  hill- 
top in  the  District  of  Columbia  at 
Massachusetts  and  Nebraska  Avenues, 
Northwest.  It  is  conveniently  reached 
by  N-l  and  N-2  buses  from  downtown 
Washington,  by  the  Crosstown  H-2 
bus  with  transfer  to  N-2  at  49th  Street 
and  Massachusetts  Avenue,  and  by 
No.  30  streetcar  with  transfer  to  the 
N— 2  bus  at  Massachusetts  and  Wis- 
consin Avenues.  Ample  parking  fa- 
cilities are  provided  on  the  campus. 

THE  COLLEGE  YEAR 

The     College     year     includes     two 

semesters    of    seventeen    weeks    each 

and    a    summer    session    of    fourteen 

weeks.

to  7:30  P.M.

Classes  begin  on  Monday,  Febru- 
ary 11,  at  8:30  A.M. 

ADMISSIONS 

Method  of  Admission — Admission  to 
undergraduate  standing  in  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  may  be  obtained 
in  the  following  ways: 


1.  by  certificate  from  an  accredited 
secondary  school; 

2.  by  transcript  of  studies  success- 
fully pursued  in  another  institu- 
tion of  higher  learning; 

3.  by  examination. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

By  Certificate — Applicants  who  come 
directly  from  accredited  secondary 
schools  may  be  admitted  on  presenta- 
tion of  certificate  of  graduation.  A 
graduate  of  an  accredited  secondary 
school  may  be  admitted  if  such  student 
has  completed  a  minimum  of  fifteen 
units  of  work,  at  least  twelve  of  which 
must  be  in  academic  subjects  such  as 
English,  foreign  languages,  mathe- 
matics, natural  sciences,  and  social 
sciences.  The  other  three  units  may 
be  presented  in  any  subjects  which  are 
offered  in  the  regular  curriculum  of  the 
secondary  school  attended.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Admissions  accepts  an  appli- 
cant whose  transcript  of  record  indi- 
cates that  he  is  capable  of  superior 
academic  performance. 

By  Transcript — Applicants  from  ac- 
credited junior  colleges,  colleges,  state 
teachers  colleges,  and  universities  who 
have  pursued  courses  equivalent  to 
those  offered  by  the  College,  have 
achieved   an   average   standing   of   at. 
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least  C,  and  have  been  granted  an 
honorable  dismissal  from  former  in- 
stitutions, may  be  admitted. 

A  student  who  has  attended  another 
institution  of  higher  learning  must 
present  a  complete  transcript  of  his 
secondary-school  and  college  record. 
A  student  entering  with  advanced 
standing  must  meet  the  specific  gradu- 
ation requirements  of  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences,  and  must  complete 
the  last  30  semester  hours  in  residence. 

VETERANS 

The  academic  program  of  the  Col- 
lege is  planned  to  meet  the  needs  of 
service  men  and  women  who  return 
from  the  armed  forces  to  complete 
their  formal  education. 

Procedure  under  Public  Law  346 — 
Any  person  who  has  served  in  active 
military  or  naval  service  since  Sep- 
tember 10,  1940,  for  a  period  of  ninety 
days  or  more  and  has  been  discharged 
or  released  from  service  under  honor- 
able conditions  is  entitled  to  one  cal- 
endar year  of  full-time  study  or  its 
equivalent  in  part-time  study.  A  vet- 
eran is  entitled  to  as  many  additional 
months  of  education  as  he  has  spent 
in  service.  The  veteran  receives  the 
cost  of  his  tuition,  fees,  books,  and 
supplies,  and  an  allowance  for  sub- 
sistence. 

Entitlevient  Certification — A  veteran 
may  enter  the  College  by  presenting 
to  the  Dean  an  official  letter  of  entitle- 
ment from  the  Veterans'  Administra- 
tor or  evidence  that  he  has  applied 
for  such  a  letter. 


The  Dean  of  the  College  will  be 
pleased  to  send  to  any  service  man  or 
woman  or  parents  a  copy  of  the  Uni- 
versity publication  "Information  for 
Veterans  Planning  to  Enter  The 
American  University." 

Advanced  Standing  for  Veterans — 
The  College  considers  the  application 
of  each  veteran  as  an  individual  case. 
Advanced  standing  is  evaluated  by  a 
series  of  tests,  competence  profiles,  and 
translation  of  training  and  service 
experience  into  semester-hour  units 
on  the  basis  of  a  standard  table  de- 
veloped by  regional  accrediting  agen- 
cies for  the  use  of  registrars. 

RESIDENCE 

Students  enrolling  in  the  spring- 
semester  may  arrange  for  rooms  in 
University  residence  halls  by  applica- 
tion to  the  Registrar  and  accompanied 
by  a  reservation  fee  of  $10. 

WOMEN 

Mary  Graydon  Hall — Rooms  in  Mary 
Graydon  Hall  are  single  and  double. 
Almost  every  room  is  supplied  with  hot 
and  cold  running  water;  each  is  fur- 
nished with  single  bed  or  cot,  pillows, 
dressers,  study  table,  chair,  and  Veni- 
tian  blinds.  The  hall  is  under  the 
supervision  of  a  head  resident,  a  house- 
keeper, and  carefully  selected  graduate 
assistants  who  act  as  counselors.  Each 
student  residing  in  Mary  Graydon 
Hall  is  required  to  perform  as  one  con- 
dition of  residence  a  proportionate 
amount  of  desk  duty.  This  obliga- 
tion amounts  to  about  two  hours  a 
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month.  Residence  fees  for  the  spring 
semester  are  $115  for  a  single  room  and 
$100  for  a  room  shared  with  a  room- 
male. 

Hamilton  House — Rooms  in  Hamil- 
ton House  are  single  and  double.  Each 
is  furnished  with  cot,  pillows,  dressers, 
study  table,  and  chair.  The  hall  is 
under  the  supervision  of  the  director 
of  the  Work-Study  Program.  Resi- 
dence fees  for  the  spring  semester  are 
$115  for  a  single  room  and  $100  for  a 
room  shared  with  a  roommate. 

MEN 
McCabe  House — Rooms  in  this  resi- 
dence hall  are  fully  assigned  at  the 
time   of  the  issue  of  this  spring  an- 
nouncement. 

Hutchins  House — Rooms  in  Hut- 
chins  House  are  double.  Each  is 
furnished  with  bed  or  cot,  pillows, 
dressers,  study  table,  and  chair.  Resi- 
dence fees  for  the  spring  semester  are  $90 
for  a  room  shared  ivith  a  roommate. 

McCabe  and  Hutchins  Houses  are 
under  the  direction  of  resident  masters 
and  university  housekeepers. 

RESIDENCE  HALL  SERVICE 

The  University  provides  maid  or 
man  service  in  residence  halls,  but 
women  are  expected  to  make  their 
own  beds.  It  furnishes  blankets, 
sheets,  pillow  cases,  towels,  and  pro- 
vides the  laundry  service  for  these 
items.  Students  are  expected  to  pro- 
vide their  own  study  lamps,  waste 
baskets,  hangers,  scatter  rugs,  and 
easy  chairs. 


RESIDENCE  SEASONS 

Rooms   may   be   occupied   by    new 

students  beginning  at  noon  on  Friday, 

February    8.     Students    must    vacate 

their  rooms  by  Tuesday  noon,  June  11. 

DINING  ROOMS 

The  University  dining  room  is  lo- 
cated in  Mary  (Iraydon  Hall.  All 
meals  are  served  cafeteria  style  with 
payment  at  the  time  of  service.  The 
schedule  of  meals  is  as  follows:

Chapel  is  held  in  Metropolitan 
Memorial  Church  on  Thursdays  at 
11:20  A.M.  Attendance  of  all  stu- 
dents is  required. 
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COST  OF  ACADEMIC  YEAR 

Tuition — The  tuition  fee  for  stu- 
dents carrying  the  regular  student 
load  of  twelve  to  seventeen  hours  is 
$180  for  students  who  were  enrolled 
in  the  fall  semester  and  $185  for  stu- 
dents enrolling  in  the  spring  semester 
who  were  not  enrolled  in  the  fall 
semester.  The  sum  includes  a  regis- 
tration fee,  fees  for  library,  health 
service,  laboratory  supplies,  student 
activities,  and  admission  to  University 
events  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
College.     There  are  no  other  general  fees. 

Laboratory  Breakage  Fees. — Students 
enrolled  in  chemistry  and  biology  make 
a  deposit  of  $5  for  each  laboratory 
course  taken  to  cover  the  cost  of 
breakage  of  apparatus;  whatever  is 
left,  after  deduction  for  breakage  has 
been  made,  is  returned  to  the  student. 

Payment  of  Fees. — All  fees,  includ- 
ing tuition,  residence,  and  special  de- 
posits are  payable  in  full  at  the  time  of 
registration.  For  the  convenience  of 
parents  who  wish  to  spread  their  pay- 
ments over  the  semester,  the  treasurer 
provides  a  special  service  of  pro- 
grammed payments.  Students  wish- 
ing this  service  apply  to  the  University 
Treasurer. 

The  University  also  provides  a  cater- 
ing service  for  the  convenience  of  stu- 
dents, faculty,  and  groups  related  to 
the  University.  By  arrangement  spe- 
cial breakfasts,  luncheons,  and  dinners 
will  be  provided  either  in  the  Rendez- 
vous Room  or  in  Haskell  Room  located 
in  Francis  Asbury  House,  1011  F 
Street,  Northwest. 


STUDENT  HEALTH 

Recognizing  the  strenuous  character 
of  the  curricular  and  extra-curricular 
program,  the  University  maintains  ;i 
health  service  directed  by  a  physician 
and  resident  graduate  nurses.  Con- 
tinuing evaluation  is  made  of  each 
student's  physical  condition.  Infirm- 
ary rooms  are  provided. 

The  health  service  includes: 

Infirmary  care  for  ill  students  for 
seven  days  each  semester 

Physical  Examinations 

First  Aid  Treatment 

Routine  Treatments  and  Medica- 
tion during  regular  dispensary  hours. 

Credit-Hour  Fees. — Students  carry- 
ing less  than  twelve  academic  hours 
pay  fees  of  $10  a  credit  hour.  Stu- 
dents carrying  more  than  seventeen 
hours  of  work  pay  an  additional  fee  of 
$10  for  each  credit  hour  allowed  by 
faculty  action  over  seventeen. 

Art  Tuition  Fees. — The  fee  for  all 
studio  courses  in  art  is  $15  a  credit 
hour  plus  a  laboratory  fee  assessed  by 
the  instructor.  Full-time  and  Work- 
Study  students  not  enrolled  in  the 
creative  art  program  pay  a  fee  in  ad- 
dition to  the  general  tuition  of  $5  for 
each  credit  hour  of  studio  work  elected. 

Health  Fee. — A  student  enrolled  for 
less  than  twelve  semester  hours  may 
take  advantage  of  the  health  service 
by  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $10  a 
semester. 

Student  Activities. — A  student  carry- 
ing less  than  twelve  semester  hours 
may  pay  the  student  activity  fee  of  $8 
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for  the  spring  semester.  Payment 
entitles  the  student  to  social  privileges 
and  student  association  membership 
enjoyed  by  full-time  students 

EVENING  STUDIES 

A  wide  choice  of  courses  is  offered  in 
the  evening  by  the  same  professors 
who  teach  in  the  daytime.  Students 
in  the  evening  session  fall  into  three 
categories:  full-time  students,  work- 
study  students,  and  part  time  stu- 
dents. Any  evening  class  is  likely  to 
have  in  it  representatives  of  all  three 
groups. 

Even  though  a  student  is  fully  en- 
rolled, it  is  sometimes  desirable  for 
him  to  enroll  in  one  or  more  evening 
courses. 

The  Work  Study  Program  is  an 
educational  experiment  which  is  co- 
operatively planned  by  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  and  various  govern- 
ment agencies.  By  payment  of  one 
fee  which  is  collected  on  each  regular 
pay  day  it  is  possible  for  young  gov- 
ernment employees  to  live  on  the 
campus  and  study  in  regular  college 
courses  while  carrying  a  full-time  posi- 
tion. Anyone  who  is  interested  in 
this  program  may  get  further  details 
by  consulting  with  the  Dean  or  inquir- 
ing in  the  agency  in  which  he  is 
employed. 

Part-time  students  may  work  for 
degrees  in  the  same  way  as  full-time 
students.  Admission  requirements 
must  be  met  and  students  regularly 
matriculated  if  they  wish  to  work 
toward    degrees.     Everyone    who     is 


admitted  is  expected  to  do  all  of  the 
work  assigned  by  the  instructor.  No 
auditors  are  permitted  to  enroll. 

EXTERNAL  EXAMINATIONS 

The  College  evaluates  the  achieve- 
ment of  its  students  so  that  they  may 
plan  programs  to  give  them  oppor- 
tunity to  develop  according  to  their 
own  capacity  and  "stride."  As  a 
part  of  the  program  of  measurement 
of  achievement,  the  College  adminis- 
ters the  Graduate  Record  Examination 
developed  under  a  grant  from  the 
Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Teaching  to  all  seniors  and 
sophomores.  In  1946  the  Examina- 
tions will  be  given  on  the  6th  and  7th 
of  May. 

BAGGAGE  AND  MAIL 

Baggage. — Students  direct  their 
trunks  to  the  residence  hall  in  which 
they  have  been  assigned  rooms.  Ar- 
rangements should  be  made  at  the 
Union  Station  to  have  baggage  trans- 
ferred to  the  campus. 

Mail  and  Express. — Mail,  express, 
and  telegrams  are  addressed  to  the 
student  at  the  hall  where  such  student 
resides  and  should  be  marked  with 
room  number.  The  mail  address  is 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  The 
American  University,  Massachusetts 
and  Nebraska  Avenues,  Washington 
16,  District  of  Columbia.  Mail  is 
delivered  to  students  in  the  residence 
halls. 

Textbooks  and  Supplies. — Students 
may  procure  textbooks  and  supplies 
at  the  College  Book  Store.
